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Cooperative Houses of San Jose State College 
GRACE V. PLUM 


San Jose State College is one of the 
few colleges with no student dormi- 
tories; about 50% of its women stu- 
dents come from local homes or from 
homes within commuting distance. 
Its quarterly fees are low and many 
of its students live on very small 
monthly incomes. 

The first action regarding women’s 
cooperative houses as a means of pro- 
viding good low-cost living was taken 
by the College Y.W.C.A. Advisory 
Board and Cabinet in 1935. The 
question was studied by a committee 
for over a year and a house was finally 
opened in January 1936. The mem- 


bership of the house was made up of 
nine women students chosen for their 
interest in the venture and their sin- 
cere desire to help solve the problem 
of low-cost housing. An interested 
faculty member became housemother 


and adviser. Donations of furniture 
and equipment were secured from in- 
terested faculty and town organiza- 
tions. Girls furnished their bedding 
and their personal linen. These first 
nine students had many problems be- 
side those of expenditures. They had 


to plan work shifts and menus and > 


make many adjustments to a new kind 
of group living. However, their en- 
thusiasm carried them through. They 
were successful in meeting all obliga- 
tions on a monthly expenditure of 
$16.50 per girl. It was decided to 
continue the house. In September

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1937, a larger house was secured and 
the number of girls doubled. 

Slowly, step by step, that first house 
organization has grown to three 
houses with a total membership of 61. 
The path has not always been smooth, 
but there has always been a faith that 
cooperative living is a fine way of liv- 
ing, which makes a definite contribu- 
tion to the students within the group 
and also to the student life of the 
college. 

The three houses are still spon- 
sored by the Advisory Board of the 
College Y.W.C.A. and have the sup- 
port and best wishes of the college ad- 
ministration. Expenses per month per 
girl are $18.00. Houses are rented 
on two- or three-year leases. Two of 
the groups rent furnished houses and 
one has its own furniture. 

Each house has its own organiza- 
tion, consisting of manager, president, 
and member at large of the college 
Y.W.C.A. Board. Committees on 
recreation, education, membership, 
etc., are also chosen. Each house is 
building up its own traditions and 
type of activities. Each has its own 
way of arranging work schedules, 
spending its surplus, and securing new 
members. 

Managers of the larger houses do 
not have regular work shifts to per- 
form; they earn their monthly share 
by their managerial duties. They do 
all the buying, arrange all work shifts, 
keep inventories, and pay all bills. 
Probably these managers soon will be 
under bond. 
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The housemothers, or resident 
advisers as the girls call them, pay 
$12.00 monthly for their share of the 
food. They do not take part in the 
manual work, of course, but are in- 
vited into the house membership as 
hostess or mother for the contribu- 
tions they can make. We have thus 
far been able to find interested women 
who hold positions during at least a 
part of the day. The girls have felt 
that they wanted in this capacity per- 
sons sufficiently interested in their co- 
operative living to be willing to share 
somewhat in its cost. 

Formal application for member- 
ship in a house is made in the office 
of the dean of women, and must be 
accompanied by a fee of $2.50. This 
fee is not returned after a girl is ac- 
cepted into a house. Letters are sent 
to two references asking for informa- 
tion concerning the applicant’s need 
for a low-cost living arrangement and 
her ability to enter into a cooperative 
project. Near the end of the college 
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quarter, membership meetings are 
held in the different houses, applica- 
tions are considered, and new men- 
bers are voted in. Applications are 
taken in chronological order except in 
cases of great need. When a girl en- 
ters a house she must pay a second fee 
of $2.50. This completes her mem- 
bership fee. 

In addition to the organization 
within each house, officers of all three 
houses have formed a council of 
women’s cooperative houses which 
meets once or twice a month to discuss 
general policies, buying problems, 
education, and publicity. 

In spite of all the hard work, in 
spite of all the discouragements that 
may come in the early years of hous- 
ing projects of the truly cooperative 
type, one has only to watch the young 
people who live in them as they grow 
and develop through experience to 
know that these enterprises are worth 
all our encouragement and support. 
Surely cooperative houses do supply 
to their members a better way of life.

Deans of Women and Head Residents— 
A Forward Look Into Their Qualifications’

A person may be said to be qualified 
for a position when he is fitted by 
character, personality, experience, and 
training to carry out the functions of 
the position. Although the position 
of dean of women differs widely from 
institution to institution, research has 
established that a certain basic pattern 
of functions shows itself almost with- 
out variance in her responsibility in 
every type of higher institution. 
Studies of the functions of the dean of 
women have been made from time to 
time over a quarter century or more. 
During the last fifteen years studies 
of her status and function in colleges 
and universities, normal schools and 


teachers’ colleges, and in junior col- 
leges have been made in detail. Fol- 
low-up studies for each of these areas 
have made it possible to observe cer- 
tain trends with respect to the func- 
tions of the dean of women in these 


several institutions. In addition un- 
published studies of the opinions of 
experts (deans of women in the posi- 
tion and the superior officers of deans 
of women—both groups selected by 
exacting criteria) seem to establish as 
indispensable a pattern of functions 
commonly considered among leading 
educators and deans of women as part 
of the work of a dean of women. Out 
of some 25 to 50 functions set up for 
investigation in the several studies, 
from three to six have appeared in the

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different reports as carried out by a 
very large percent of all the deans of 
women taking part in the research and 
were reported as indispensable by ex- 
perts in the field of the dean of wom- 
en. The variation in the position of 
dean of women from one institution to 
another lies in 20 to 45 functions, all 
of which are performed by some deans 
of women, many by a considerable 
number. 

Nevertheless, the underlying basic 
pattern of functions is of such a sig- 
nificant nature that it has assured the 
existence of an actual position of dean 
of women as well as a title in the edu- 
cational world. The core of the train- 
ing courses for deans of women has 
centered itself largely about the 
knowledge of the profession and the 
techniques needed to carry out the 
functions. Given in broad terms, and 
covering a multitude of specific activ- 
ities these functions are: (1) counsel- 
ing students with respect to personal 
problems and aiding them in their 
own personal adjustments, (2) super- 
vising the social activities and social 
education of the students, (3) super- 
vising housing of students, (4) being 
responsible for the discipline concerned 
with non-academic matters, and (5) 
working with student groups in 
activities. Giving vocational guid- 
ance and supervising health appear as 
part of the work of the dean of women 
often enough to be given due attention 
when qualifications for the position are 
considered, although guidance in the 
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vocations is being placed in the 
hands of a specially prepared person. 

In addition to these basic functions 
the dean of women on a particular 
campus carries out a number of other 
functions which are needed in her in- 
stitution. In fact if any one dean 
should list her individual functions 
for us here, it would probably give 
us a momentary feeling similar to that 
of Stephen Leacock’s hero “who 
jumped on his horse and rode off 
madly in all directions.” 

It is easy to see, however, from the 
diversity of these basic functions that 
the dean of women is actually in 
charge of the welfare of the women 
students and their development as 
personalities. This requires her to be 
an administrative and coordinating 
officer and a general practitioner in the 
field of student personnel. The qual- 
ifications of applicants for the position 
will be examined as time goes on more 
and more in the light of these facts. 

Not so much research has been done 
in the field of the functions and status 
of the head resident, but an excellent 
master’s thesis written in 1937 by 
Miss Frances Maisch? gives us an idea 
of the basic pattern of the work of the 
head resident in a college residence 
hall. “Head resident” in this paper 
refers to the adult in charge of the stu- 
dents in a single residence on a cam- 
pus. Miss Maisch studied the work 
of 224 head residents in 59 carefully 
selected state and private colleges and 
universities. The most important sin- 
gle conclusion of her research was that 
she found the managerial duties of

head residents definitely subordinate 
to personnel functions. All head resi- 
dents reported individual counseling 
with students as a large part of their 
program, with definite duties with re- 
spect to maintaining a cultural atmos- 
phere and a satisfactory social program 
in the residence. Also they reported 
definite responsibilities with respect 
to the health and the academic success 
of the students they supervised. 

A study by Miss Amelia Schrack* 
supplemented Miss Maisch’s thesis. 
She secured the opinions of a selected 
group of 39 deans of women with re- 
spect to what they expected from their 
head residents. The three functions 
mentioned frequently enough so that 
they might be said to form a basic pat- 
tern for the position in any institution 
were (1) individual counseling and 
group guidance of students, (2) su- 
pervision of the residence, and (3) 
direction of the social program. 

Like the dean of women, the head 
resident’s responsibility varies with the 
institution in which she is located as 
does her relationship to the personnel 
program. Especially is there a wide 
variance with respect to managerial 
duties. Maisch seemed to feel that 
the comments of the head residents 
showed a steady trend toward the low- 
ering of these duties in favor of per- 
sonnel duties, especially for persons 
trained in student personnel work. 
She saw a definite trend toward in- 
cluding the work of the head resident 
as a part of the total personnel pro- 
gram for women under the dean of 
women. Schrack felt that the deans

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of women now were looking toward 
the increasing of responsibility of the 
head resident for the personnel pro- 
gram in the residence. 

Examination of the basic patterns 
of function for the dean of women and 
for the head resident will show that 
they are amazingly similar. With the 
exception of the executive function of 
the dean of women, the difference in 
function seems to lie in scope rather 
than in area of responsibility. At least 
that would seem to be the developing 
trend. Speaking of the position of 
head resident, one dean wrote as a 
comment on a questionnaire returned 
to Miss Schrack, “It should be the 
most desirable position on campus 
after the dean of women.” With the 
exception of positions on the staff of 
a dean of women, many would be 
inclined to agree. Any difference of 
opinion would lie not so much with 
respect to the desirability of the work 
as to the salary level for the position 
of head resident. 

What is the significance of tracing 
out the basic patterns of functions for 
the two types of position—the dean of 
women and the head resident? It lies 
just here, that until such basic patterns 
can be clearly recognized no type of 
work can be distinctive enough to be 
classed as a profession. When such 
patterns become evident and profes- 
sional training courses can be ever 
more intelligently organized about 
them, professional status for a type of 
work begins to be established. Of 
course the emerging patterns of func- 
tions just discussed and training 
courses exchange influence. I believe 
that these basic patterns have emerged 
more quickly by virtue of emphasis 
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placed upon them in the courses of 
training. 

One fact that seems apparent with 
respect to training courses for deans 
of women and head residents is that in 
the area of personnel principles and 
techniques, their training should be 
very similar, any differences being in 
degree rather than kind except in the 
area of administration. One area that 
is commonly neglected in the training 
of both, but which is clearly indicated 
by function is that of dormitory man- 
agement. The dean of women needs 
such training for understanding; the 
head resident very often for function. 
The home economists have seemed to 
realize this need more clearly than the 
personnel workers, as indicated by 
Elizabeth C. Gibbs’ article “Cross- 
Educating the Residence Hall Staff. 
Interneships, which include practice in 
dormitory management, would seem 
to be a probable development in the 
training for both deans and head resi- 
dents. : 
Training for the dean of women has 
passed the level of the master’s de- 
gree. Sturtevant, Strang, and McKim 
found that more than three-fourths 
of the deans in higher institutions of 
learning reporting in the 1936 follow- 
up study” of the 1926 Jones research® 
had master’s degrees as opposed to al- 
most 50% in 1926. Their training 
has not reached the doctor’s level as

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yet but is moving in that direction and 
requests for recommendations of can- 
didates so prepared are increasing. 
Maisch found that almost 30% of the 
head residents in her study had had no 
college education, about 40% held 
bachelor’s degrees, 17% master’s and 
2% doctor’s. Since the head residents 
with degrees held positions a shorter 
period of time than those without, a 
trend seemed evident toward securing 
head residents trained for their work. 
The master’s level is the next step 
here. It will be many years before 
monetary returns will encourage prep- 
aration for lifetime work in this field, 
hence it is not surprising that a trend 
already shows of using the position as 
a stepping stone to the larger and bet- 
ter paid position of dean of women. 
The similarity in the two patterns 
of function not only affects profes- 
sional courses but means that many of 
the other qualifications for the two 
positions can be considered together. 
This would seem to be true with re- 
spect to certain character, personality, 
and experience qualifications. Pro- 
fessional status cannot be realized on 
the basis of the definition and practice 
of functions alone. Until the body 
of people practicing those functions is 
able to set up certain criteria for the 
selection of candidates to be admitted 
to professional training and establish 
by law or by custom and tradition that 
only those people so selected and so 
trained shall practice those functions, 
professional status is not achieved. 
Some progress in the direction of 
setting up criteria has been made, at 
least there is considerable unanimity 
of opinion in literature as to the char- 
acter and personality qualifications de- 
sirable in both a dean of women and 
a head resident. Here they cannot be 
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enumerated, but the fact that there is 
a fairly well defined pattern in this 
area makes it possible for us to use 
the influence of our professional or- 
ganization upon institutions giving 
training in student personnel work to 
adopt some system of selection of can- 
didates for training. Selection is be- 
ginning to be practiced for teachers; 
how much more important that it be 
practiced for deans and head residents. 
Of course, it is already operative in 
those institutions that accept only as 
many students for training as there 
are interneships as residents with un- 
dergraduate students available. It is 
toward the adoption of the general 
principles of selection of candidates 
in all institutions along lines recom- 
mended by the professional organiza- 
tion that we should work. 

The pattern of experience desirable 
for deans of women and head resi- 
dents is not clear. Opinions differ 
and research as to the value of various 
types of experience is lacking. A gen- 
eralization that the dean’s experience 
should be broader and more compre- 
hensive than the head resident’s would 
probably be regarded as a truism. But 
the whole area of experience and qual- 
ifications is very much in need of re- 
search, especially to ascertain whether 
an emerging pattern of experience for 
deans, which includes living as a head 
resident with students, is desirable. 
When a basic experience pattern can 
be defined, another step toward pro- 
fessional status will have been taken, 
for influence can then be brought to 
bear for the acceptance of criteria for 
evaluating experience. 

There remain considerations for se- 
curing acceptance of the criteria which 
the professional group sets up by those 
who employ deans of women and head 
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residents. There is not very much 
possibility of achieving this end by 
law for higher institutions in any 
very widespread fashion. The prac- 
tical step, therefore, is for the profes- 
sional organization to foster the tradi- 
tion and to promote the custom of the 
employment of qualified candidates. 
This means the promoting of research 
and its publication; it means continu- 
ous and specific education of the pub- 
lic as to the nature of the positions and 
the need for qualified workers 
through the articulate membership of 
our professional organization; it 
means encouraging promising candi- 
dates to secure training; it also means 
seeing that qualified candidates are 
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recommended for vacancies. In such 
ways and such ways only can the tra- 
dition and custom be established. 

There is some evidence that head- 
way is being made with respect to 
establishing a custom of selecting 
qualified deans of women. The deans 
of women in turn who select head resi- 
dents must take the initial steps to- 
ward establishing tradition and custom 
that will operate in the employing of 
qualified head residents only. We be- 
gin to see the way. But it is the pro- 
fessional organization itself that must 
take the responsibility for the encour- 
agement of the trends that portend the 
universal recognition of the profes- 
sional status of the dean of women and 
of the head resident.

The fact that Columbia University 
has recognized Professor Sturtevant’s 
need for relief from her heavy teach- 
ing load and has granted her petition 
for freedom in this respect, fortu- 
nately does not mean that her active 
professional career is ended. On the 
contrary, she should now be able to 
give us more generously than ever, if 
that were possible, from her great 
store of experience, of knowledge, and 
of wisdom. We hope that she will 
welcome messages and news and ap- 
peals for advice from her friends in 
all parts of the world.

Principles and Techniques of a 


Balanced Social Program’ 


GRACE H. WILSON 


Within any college there are many 
opportunities for the development of 
those personal and social characteris- 
tics that make for successful living; 
perhaps none is more significant for 
such development than the extra- 
class life of students. The extra-class 
activities may be resources for de- 
velopment of personalities that are 
rich, full, well-adjusted, and capable 
of making a real contribution to life 
today. For this reason it is essential 
that this area of student life become 
an integral part of the student per- 
sonnel program of the college. 

Through its personnel program 
Colorado State College of Education 
is attempting to meet the social needs 
of students and to develop a balanced 
social program on the campus. 

1. The counseling program of the 
college—Each student has a faculty 
adviser. Increasingly, faculty advis- 
ers are taking into consideration the 
needs of students in the realm of so- 
cial development. They help the stu- 
dents see their own social needs; they 
help them evaluate their activities: 
to ask, “Do I have too many activi- 
ties?” “Too few?” “Are they the 
right ones for my best development?” 

The College has a plan whereby 
upperclass students counsel freshmen. 
In the preliminary course, which the 
upperclass students must take in 
preparation for this work, many prob-

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lems of personality development are 
discussed and the place of the extra- 
class life of students in this develop- 
ment is stressed. One of their big 
functions is to help their counselees 
plan intelligently for this part of their 
college life. 

Sometimes in the counseling of stu- 
dents—freshmen and _  others—the 
adviser suggests a limited academic 
load. If it seems advisable in the light 
of the student’s employment, his 
health, his intellectual abilities, as well 
as his need for social development, 
the counselor may advise that the stu- 
dent carry a limited academic load, 
thus making time for some kind of 
social life. 

Freshman orientation is a part of 
the college counseling program. In 
addition to the work of faculty ad- 
visers and student counselors, there is 
an orientation class. Here the im- 
portance of planning one’s college life 
is stressed and the value of social ac- 
tivities is discussed. Each instructor 
in these classes has personal inter- 
views with the freshmen. He dis- 
cusses with them their social and 
other needs, and helps them see their 
college life as a whole. 

2. Housing plays an important part 
in any program of social develop- 
ment. Here we may do much to 
achieve balance, both in meeting the 
needs of students more adequately 
and in helping them to evaluate their 
own participation in activities. In the 
residence halls, with fine directors 
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and assistants, there is opportunity to 
achieve the values of the extra-class 
activities. It is not always possible to 
do so in off-campus houses, even 
though care is exercised in the selec- 
tion of houses and housemothers. 

There is always a large group of 
students doing light housekeeping, 
working in private homes, living in 
approved houses, or boarding 
“around.” To help these students 
develop socially is often difficult— 
especially in the case of freshmen who 
are apt to be swept off their feet by 
the new freedom of college life, to be 
shy and backward, or to be so con- 
cerned about grades that they fail to 
see values in a social experience. We 
always have a group of freshmen to 
whom we feel justified in giving spe- 
cial permission to do light housekeep- 
ing. This year certain houses were 
approved for this group and a plan 
was worked out with the residence 
hall council whereby the residents of 
each of these houses would be affiliated 
with one residence hall and would par- 
ticipate in its social affairs, as well as 
in the social affairs of the whole of 
Bi-Tri, and would have representation 
on Bi-Tri Council. Two of these four 
houses have taken advantage of this 
plan and the experiment has been 
very successful. The other two did 
not want it and it was not forced on 
them. We hope, however, that next 
year there will be greater participa- 
tion. 

We are trying to have on our ap- 
proved list only houses which can ac- 
commodate a number of girls. We 
believe there are distinct values in 
group living. If a student feels the 
absolute necessity of living where 
there are no other students, special 
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permission will be considered— 
though perhaps that very student of 
all others needs to take part in group 
living. 

3. The Student Union—The direc- 
tor of the Student Union is a mem- 
ber of the staff of the Department 
of Student Personnel and has the 
guidance point of view. Through the 
Student Union, he tries to help indi- 
vidual students and the social pro- 
gram as a whole, achieve balance. He 
is an excellent person for this position, 
and both he and his charming wife 
(they have an apartment in the Stu- 
dent Union) are “guidance-minded.” 
He frequently checks the grades of 
students who are spending consider- 
able time at the Union. If the grades 
are low, he talks to the students. The 
students respect him and know he has 
their best interests at heart. 

In an effort to meet the needs and 
desires of many students and to avoid 
an unbalanced emphasis upon one 
kind of entertainment, the Student 
Union committee plans for all kinds 
of activities. Of course, dancing 
predominates, but there are evenings 
when square dancing, games of many 
kinds, social dancing, taffy pulling, 
and other activities are going on 
simultaneously. 

The gathering place for soft drinks 
and the like is Bru-Inn. It is a popu- 
lar place, and here many students 
have opportunities for good times. 
There are “Bru-Inn hounds” on the 
campus. An effort is being made to 
reduce their numbers through proper 
guidance. 

4. Until a year or so ago, every 
night in the week was filled with ac- 
tivities. Many of the students were 
“on the go” constantly to this group 
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and that. The Associated Student 
Council worked out a fine plan 
whereby Tuesday and Thursday 
evenings would be “closed” to or- 
ganized activities. Monday nights 
there are fraternity and sorority meet- 
ings, and every other Monday the In- 
dependent Club meets. There is also 
one hour of social dancing. Wednes- 
day night is club night. Thus, even 
though each club meets only once a 
month, the number of club meetings a 
student can attend has been limited. 
The Associated Student Council also 
has made examination week a “closed 
week.” 

5. The Calendar—It seems to 
many of us that the making of the 
calendar could be a truly educative 
experience. If groups planned their 
meetings and entertainments more 
carefully, on the basis of what money 
they had, what other affairs were 
going on on the campus, what they 
wanted to achieve, and the needs of 
their members, this in itself would do 
a good deal toward insuring a bal- 
anced social program. Too often 
teas, dances, and parties are given 
just because it is traditional in a cer- 
tain group that such affairs should be 
held. This matter is being discussed 
in various groups, and we are work- 
ing toward a better scheduling of so- 
cial affairs. 

6. PanHellenic has worked out a 
saner program of rushing this year, 
which has done much to do away with 
certain very hectic periods in the lives 


of sorority girls and rushees. Though 
a campus seems at times to be “ac- 
tivity mad” there are always students 
who do not participate in activities 
enough for their own best develop- 
ment. The girls who work in pri- 
vate homes encounter most difficulty, 
for they are isolated from other stu- 
dents in their living arrangements 
and their time is limited. We have 
been working on this problem, but as 
yet we have no very definite solution. 
There are many students in this group. 
Some of them need social develop- 
ment and all of them need fun and 
good times with their fellow students. 
Many of the householders cooperate 
very well by working out a schedule 
whereby the student is enabled to be- 
long to one or two social groups. 

Now, more than ever, we need to 
re-think the aims of our social pro- 
gram; we need to evaluate the activi- 
ties on our campus. We need to learn 
democratic ways of working and liv- 
ing and playing together; we need to 
consider values—the place of the 
simple things in life, the fundamental 
values that make life significant. We 
need to help students develop an in- 
ner control and a philosophy of life 
that will keep them steady in this time 
of chaos. Some of them will be able 
to help us, too. Youth and experience 
should think and plan together for 
this time of trouble and for the new 
world order which we believe must 
come.

Residence Hall

This account of the organization 
and operation of the cooperative dor- 
mitory at the University of Arizona 
is given not because of the perfection 
of the unit and the procedures used 
there, nor because the procedures 
would be found useful in every sit- 
uation, but rather to give concrete 
examples of how a cooperative works 
instead of theories about how it 
should work. 

History—About 10 years ago 
among the women students at the 
University of Arizona there was an 
epidemic of acute cases of difficulty in 
making ends meet. After hearing 
several of the individual cases, the 


dean of women, Evelyn Jones (now 
Mrs. Alvin Kirmse), conceived the 
idea that the pooling of resources in 
money and effort not only might ease 
the financial burden of the individual 
girls but also do something for their 


morale. She found some 20 girls 
who were willing to try out her idea. 

Suitable housing presented the big- 
gest problem to the working out of 
the plan. However, there was a 
small dormitory on the campus which 
accommodated 30 people. The prop- 
er administrative officials were will- 
ing to have it used for an experiment 
with perhaps a slightly diminished 
income and Pima Cooperative was 
started with the University collecting 
the regular dormitory rent from each 
girl who lived there. The dean of 
women and the girls were responsible

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for the social program and for the 
food. 

The group started by setting an es- 
timated minimum sum for each of 
the students for monthly running ex- 
penses—to be paid to the cooperative 
treasury and about $50 for equipping 
the dining room and kitchen. All of 
this equipment was bought at the 5 
and 10 cent store—kitchen utensils, 
dishes, table service, and linen. One 
end of the large living room was used 
for dining and was furnished with 
benches and tables made of saw horses 
and boards. The girls took turns 
going to market, cooking, and clean- 
ing. The experiment worked. The 
expense was so low that the girls 
could afford to continue in college. 
A high degree of loyalty to the group 
was developed in the working out of 
their common problem, and what is 
more, there was even a balance in the 
cooperative account at the end of the 
year. This balance the group decided 
not to divide among themselves but 
to use for equipment which was need- 
ed if the plan were to be continued. 
That practice has maintained through 
the succeeding years, though at any 
time it could be discontinued since 
the girls vote at the end of the year 
on the disposition of any surplus. 

In time, arrangements were made 
through the purchasing department 
of the University for the purchase of a 
good kitchen stove, an electric refrig- 
erator, linoleum for the kitchen floor, 
better dishes, and plated silver. 

Pima Hall very quickly made a 
place and a reputation for itself on 
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the campus. Its members participated 
in a variety of activities as represen- 
tatives of the group; the scholarship 
record was high; and the hospitality 
of the house was such that invitations 
to parties and guest dinners were wel- 
comed by both faculty and students. 
There were no serious problems un- 
til three years ago when increased en- 
rolment at the University made a 
shortage of classroom space. It was 
felt that Pima Hall should serve a 
maximum number of students and 
could better do that as a classroom 
building than as a dormitory for 30 
women students. The problem of 


finding a roof for Pima’s head was not 
a simple one. The students were no- 
tified during the summer that what 
seemed an insurmountable barrier to 
the continuance of Pima Hall had pre- 
sented itself and that other arrange- 


ments would have to be worked out 
for the coming year. However, none 
had reckoned with the group feeling 
which had developed in this period of 
several years. Almost immediately 
a flood of letters of protest began to 
come in—from the girls who were to 
live in Pima, from the girls who had 
lived in Pima, from parents of the 
girls who had lived there and knew 
the benefits of the plan, from school 
principals, teachers, and business men 
all over the State. The University 
decided that the project was worth 
the difficulties involved in providing 
housing for it and, after much trouble, 
found and leased a house near the 
campus. This building was quite in- 
adequate in many respects but the 
group was willing to live in crowded 
quarters with great inconveniences in 
order to assure its continuance until 
funds could be secured and a more 
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permanent cooperative dormitory 
could be built. 

Plant and E quipment—Pima Hall, 
as it stands now, was built on Univer- 
sity-owned property and financed by 
the University through Government 
loan funds to the amount of $45,000. 
The plans for the building incorpor- 
ated the suggestions of a committee 
of girls and advisers who were or had 
been members of the group and who 
knew from experience the physical 
factors which would make for con- 
venience and efficiency in the func- 
tioning of cooperative living. The 
result is a building which is remark- 
ably well suited to the needs. 

The unit is built on a square—two 
sides of it a building of two floors 
and a half basement, the other two 
sides a wall providing an enclosed 
patio. It has accommodations for 31 
girls, a suite for a head resident and 
a guest room. Laundry room, stor- 
age space, and furnace room are in 
the basement. 

Special attention was given to the 
provision of social space because this 
group can not afford to go outside for 
social functions. The living and din- 
ing rooms have hardwood floors. The 
rooms, which have folding doors be- 
tween them, connect with the entry 
and a tiled terrace in the patio. As 
special features of convenience, there 
is a service pantry between the kitchen 
and dining room with a salad and des- 
sert counter, cupboards for dishes and 
linen, and sinks for washing table 
service while kitchen things are being 
washed in the kitchen sinks. There 
is also a bin for soiled linen. All of 
this means that table setting and clear- 
ing does not need to interfere in any 
way with kitchen activity. There is a 
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large closet for storing dry and canned 
foods and a cooler for fruits and vege- 
tables, thus making quantity buying 
feasible. 

The living quarters and grounds 
are equipped and serviced by the Uni- 
versity just as other University dor- 
mitories with the exception of maid 
service. The revenue from a small 
dormitory is not sufficient to provide 
that. The arrangement for rent is the 
same as when the unit was first start- 
ed—each girl pays the minimum dor- 
mitory rental rate which is $10 a 
month. 

The girls themselves own and 
maintain from cooperative funds the 
kitchen and dining room equipment 
which now includes stove, refriger- 
ator, electric mixer, toaster, kitchen 
utensils, dishes, silver, plated tea serv- 
ice, four dining tables and 36 chairs, 
linen, an electric washer, and a radio- 
victrola. 

Personnel—The residents of Pima 
Hall are selected from applicants on 
the basis of financial need, good 
scholarship, good health, and their 
cooperative attitude. To these quali- 
fications are added the recommenda- 
tion of the high school principal, 
dean of girls, or a former Pima resi- 
dent. The assistant dean of women 
lives with the group as adviser. No 
graduate students are permitted. It 
is interesting to know that more than 
50 per cent of the girls earn a part 
or all of the money for their expenses 
by holding jobs in addition to their 
Pima duties. 

Organization—House officers are 
elected by the group and serve with- 
out pay with the exception of house 
manager and business manager. These 
officers are appointed by the executive 
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committee with the advice of the head 
resident and they receive $10 a month 
for their special services. They carry 
regular house duties also. 

The business manager plans the 
meals, buys the food, and supervises 
the kitchen and the dining room in a 
general way. Menus are checked 
periodically by the home economics 
department to be sure they are ade- 
quate from a nutritional standpoint 
and, of course, they are modified by 
seasonal fruits and vegetables and also 
by food preferences as expressed by 
the girls. 

The house manager makes the 
schedule of duties and supervises the 
housekeeping in a general way. Each 
girl files her class schedule and her 
work schedule with the house manager 
who then works out the Pima schedule 
of duties so that conflicts with other 
responsibilities are avoided and also 
so that each girl has a variety of re- 
sponsibility and experience in the co- 
operative routine. The weekly load 
is about eight hours and every other 
Sunday is left free of duties. It 
sounds like a Chinese puzzle but it 
works. 

The secretary-treasurer has charge 
of all cooperative funds. She makes 
collections, keeps books, deposits the 
funds with the University business 
office, and checks her accounts with 
the monthly statements sent out by 
that office. She handles the petty 
cash account and she and the head 
resident approve bills. With this great 
amount of responsibility this officer 
has only half the regular duties as- 
signed to her. 

The same plan for monthly pay- 
ment is used as that with which the 
group started. A minimum rate is 
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set and each girl pays that to the 
treasurer. At the end of the year, 
if there is a surplus—and there usu- 
ally is—the girls themselves decide 
what is to be done with it. This year 
the monthly rate per girl is $12.75. 
It is allocated in this way: Food, $10; 
supplies, 40c; utilities, 40c; social, 
40c; managers, 65c; repair and re- 
placement, 40c; telephone, 25c; mis- 
cellaneous, 25c. 

There are two major regulations in 
the house: (1) all residents must par- 
ticipate in all house functions, and 
(2) three duty cuts deprive a girl of 
residence. Lateness to a duty is con- 
sidered a half cut and is penalized by 
double make up duties. Another 
rule is that the girls do not eat 
between meals except certain items 
designated by the business manager— 
fruit and certain left-overs. If a mem- 
ber wishes to make candy or cookies 
she pays a small fee for the use of gas 
and spices or flavorings and buys her 
other materials. 

Social Program—The social pro- 
gram made possible by this type of liv- 
ing is comprehensive but does not en- 
tail extra expense in the way of as- 
sessments. It includes: weekly guest 
dinners; alternating faculty and stu- 
dent guests; annual tea for faculty 
members; annual dinner for regents 
and their wives; two informal and 
two formal dances; two picnics; a 
party for the football team; exchange 
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dinners and luncheons with the other 
dormitories; founders’? day; home- 
coming, and various week-end night 
informal parties sponsored by part of 
the group. 

Evaluation—The advantages of 
this plan of living are fairly evident: 
(1) full college experience at mini- 
mum cost; (2) training in housekeep- 
ing; (3) experience in making the 
most of a little; (4) development of 
democratic ideals and experience in 
the practice thereof; (5) development 
of leadership in a group which might 
not get much encouragement along 
these lines, and (6) experience in a 
social program which is not usually 
available to girls on this economic 
level. 

Any contribution to improved 
scholarship is doubtful. The stan- 
dard maintained is high but that is 
perhaps due chiefly to the selection 
of residents. 

There are certain disadvantages in 
this plan: (1) a tendency to exploit 
the group or individual members of 
it; (2) a tendency to spoil the group 
because of its handicap and efforts to 
overcome them; (3) there is no pos- 
sibility of reducing rental expense to 
compensate for rising living expense 
or emergency financial difficulties. 

On the whole the plan is decidedly 
worth while and has made a very 
real contribution to the University of 
Arizona.

In this time of uncertainty and of 
unrest we need the security of a light- 
house not subject to black - out. 
Particularly at a time when the crests 
of ideology crash against each other 
and a globe-full of warfare surges 
over all past controls we need such a 
professional beacon to establish a se- 
curity for our opinions. This power 
of vision is given us in the searching 
repert just published by the Ameri- 
can Youth Commission of the Amer- 
ican Council on Education. 

Youth and the Future’ has been 
built on an exact knowledge of the 
reefs that imperil young people. Its 
precursor was the volume Youth Tell 
Their Story,’ in which the young peo- 
ple of Maryland gave the factual in- 
formation about themselves, their lack 
of jobs, their requisites. 

Probably no more penetrating in- 
vestigation has been carried out for 
this age group which has had to 
weather heavy storms during the last 
decade and a half. After abruptly 
stopping school either through grad- 
uation or by dismissal, these youth 
left the protection of civic institutions 
for the discouragement and depriva- 
tion of unemployed days. Many of 
them became destitute young tramps. 
Thousands of these cases were inves- 
tigated by interview and reference to 


‘American Council on Education, American Youth 
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discover adjustments that had been 
made, solutions which had been 
adopted, and attitudes that had been 
built. 

When in 1939 the Administration 
declared a national emergency it was 
known that many young citizens had 
never had a fair opportunity to grow 
into useful status. Therefore, em- 
ployment under public auspices was 
purposely developed. This was to 
include experiences which should 
have “educational quality” and which 
should try out abilities and aptitudes 
through guidance. Three volumes® 
specifically on employment problems 
were published in 1940, 1941, 1942. 

From extensive research such as 
this and continued discussion to which 
the members of the Commission have 
contributed their very diversified 
points of view, this last report’. has 
been produced and published under 
the leadership of Floyd W. Reeves, 
director of the commission. In its 
study of youth’s present status, it pre- 
sents evidence as to employment op- 
portunities, occupational adjustments, 
leisure pursuits, and marriage plans. 
This work of the Commission is more 
than a report; it sets up a program “to 
make us stronger in war and in peace.” 

Owen D. Young writes an introduc- 
tion of great discernment. With her 
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usual philosophical insight, Mrs. 
Dorothy Canfield Fisher reaches the 
climax in the final chapter entitled 
“Meaning for Life.” This is a volume 
that should be at the hand of every 
member of our personnel services, 
especially those who deal with persons 
of student age. 

Particularly important is the sec- 
tion on “Work Programs for Youth in 
the Future,” which traces the devel- 
opment of enterprises that have re- 
ceived federal support to meet the 
emergency of this generation. We 


welcome this explicit statement of the 
origins of and relationships between 
the P.W.A., W.P.A., C.C.C., and 
N.Y.A. 

In these days when national expen- 
ditures for war warrant the reduction 
of all except essential services, it is 


well to have an account of these agen- 
cies which have been the subject of 
much questioning. It is especially 
urgent that we evaluate the N.Y.A., 
which has been closely identified with 
the schoo] through its self-help sub- 
sidy and which has been at variance 
with the educators in its method of 
developing a program for out-of- 
school youth. It is of moment to have 
an authoritative opinion on the status 
of C.C.C. and N.Y.A since in large 
measure they form a bridge between 
school and self-support. The pur- 
pose of these organizations to main- 
tain morale by making it possible for 
everyone to be economically useful is 
in accord with their aim to develop 
social awareness and a sense of per- 
sonal contribution. The contrast be- 
tween the C.C.C. which uses the 
isolated center to carry through its 
project of conservation and the 
N.Y.A. which serves youth in or near 
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the home community serves as the 
basis of a prophecy as to the future. 

The range of work experience is 
also reviewed with respect to its sig- 
nificance for the young person. For 
the heavy construction activities of the 
past, this book recommends the sub- 
stitution of experiences that are diver- 
sified, short-term, and educational in 
nature. Work projects which provide 
non-profit services, especially in the 
social welfare field, should be chosen. 
In other words, these new federal 
agencies should provide a specific 
work program for youth appropriate 
to the present situation and adjusted 
to the new needs that will attend war 
years and a post-war settlement. 

Furthermore, the relationship be- 
tween the school and these work pro- 
grams is accurately traced through 
the pages of this report. The account 
shows that educators need to evaluate 
the programs in terms of the exten- 
sion of opportunity which they pro- 
vide as well as in terms of the conflict 
of offerings, and purposiveness as well 
as interpretative skills in education. 
The federal agencies have great need 
of improved supervision, more active 
recruiting of youth since relief status 
is no longer a requisite, and economy 
of administration. Of special signifi- 
cance are the residence centers that are 
in process of development since these 
offer the unique features of commu- 
nity living and of group government. 

This report of an outstanding Com- 
mission warrants the entire space of 
this Book Route, and the recommen- 
dation that every personnel officer 
whose eyes traverse this page send for 
a copy from the library temporarily 
and then secure a copy for his office 
desk for constant reference. 





Association Business 


General business sessions of the Na- 
tional Association of Deans of Women 
were held in San Francisco on Tues- 
day afternoon and on Friday morning, 
February 17 and 20, 1942, in the 
Gold Room of the Hotel Fairmont 
with President Alice C. Lloyd pre- 
siding. Miss Lloyd expressed the 
regret of the entire Association for 
the absence of Dean Mary Yost, pro- 
gram chairman, who, because of ill- 
ness, was unable to be present for the 
excellent program which she and her 
committee had arranged. 

In her presidential address," Miss 
Lloyd outlined the issues and new re- 
sponsibilities confronting student per- 
sonnel workers—particularly deans— 
as they work with confused young 
people in a world at war. 

After the minutes of the last an- 
nual meeting were approved, the fol- 
lowing factual reports were read and 
accepted: (1) treasurer’s, (2) finance, 
(3) Journal, (4) regional contact, (5) 
publicity, (6) Dictionary of Educa- 
tion, (7) certification, (8) National 
Council of Education, (9) executive 
secretary’s, and (10) reference and 
resolutions. Copies of these reports 
- on file in the headquarters of- 

ce. 

Dean Harriett M. Allyn, chair- 
man of the Council of Guidance and 
Personnel Associations, read a plan 
of incorporation for the Council. On 
motion of Miss May Dunn Ward, the 
president of the Association was in- 
structed to approve the incorporation 


of C.G.P.A. Dean Allyn then read 
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the proposed plan of organization of 
C.G.P.A. On motion of Miss Helen 
Pool Rush, the president was em- 
powered to approve the plan at the 
meeting of the Council. 

Dean Allyn then led a discussion 
on the place of. meeting for the an- 
nual convention, giving the advant- 
ages and disadvantages of meeting in 
the same city as that selected by the 
American Association of School Ad- 
ministrators, another Department of 
the National Education Association. 
The membership called upon Dean 
Lloyd and Miss Heath for additional 
information. At the first business 
meeting, in order that she might have 
an informal reaction from the Asso- 
ciation to take to the meeting of the 
Board of Representatives of C.G.P.A., 
Dean Lloyd called upon the secondary 
school deans (as those most vitally 
concerned) for their opinion. She also 
asked for the opinion of the conven- 
tion assembled. In each case, the large 
majority was in favor of holding the 
annual meeting as at present—during 
the week prior to that of the Adminis- 
trators and in the same city as that in 
which the Administrators meet. A 
few deans expressed interest in ex- 
perimenting sometime but not in the 
year 1943. At the second business 
meeting, Dean Lloyd brought a re- 
port from the board of representa- 
tives of the C.G.P.A. suggesting the 
desirability of holding the meeting of 
the C.G.P.A. later in the year and in 
every way independent ofthe A.A.S.A. 
Dean Lloyd concluded the lengthy 
discussion by reporting that the 
American College Personnel Associa- 
tion feels as N.A.D.W. does that no 
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change in time and place of meeting 
is Wise at present. 

Mrs. Kate Hevner Mueller report- 
ed on the meetings of the National 
PanHellenic-Deans joint committee. 
This group recommends that (1) so- 
cial expenses of sororities be mate- 
rially reduced and that (2) each local 
PanHellenic organization study its 
general program and decide for itself 
its own plan for a summer program 
where the college is having a sum- 
mer term. 

The research committee report rec- 
ommended that (1) the name of the 
committee be changed to a committee 
on special studies, (2) the member- 
ship of the committee be restricted to 
five, at least three of whom should 
be so located geographically that they 
may meet for consultation, (3) the 
chairman be a person who is devoting 
at least a portion of her time to her 
own research or to the direction of 
research in the field of guidance, and 
(4) the Association look toward the 
appointment of a research associate 
in the headquarters office whose 
major function would be the stimu- 
lation and direction of research. The 
report and the recommendations 
were approved and accepted. 

Miss Shirley Titus, executive sec- 
retary of the California State Nursing 
Association, read a paper on vocational 
opportunities in nursing which called 
attention to special demands in war 
time. 

By action of the Association, the 
by-laws were revised in accordance 
with the proposals submitted to the 
membership before convention. 
Regular publications were changed to 
Journal in sections 3, 4, and 5. Section 
26 was changed to read “An annual 
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convention shall be held the week 
preceding the annual meeting of the 
A.A.S.A. of the N.E.A. of U. S.” Re- 
search was changed to special studies 
in sections 27 and 35. Section 34 was 
revised to provide flexibility in the 
selection of the regional contact com- 
mittee. A revised copy of the by-laws 
will be available to members on re- 
quest in September. 

Miss Elizabeth Robertson, president 
of the National Student Federation of 
America reported for Mrs. Marjory 
Steuart Golder on student govern- 
ment. 

On motion of Dean Eugenie A. 
Leonard, the executive board was em- 
powered to take action in cooperating 
with the Education Division of the 
U. S. defense savings staff. 

By unanimous vote, Dean Grace 
H. Wilson of the Colorado State Col- 
lege of Education was elected vice 
president and Dean Ruth Hier of 
James Ford Rhodes High School, 
Cleveland, was elected secretary. 

On motion of Dean Jessie Gibson, 
the executive board was empowered 
to make the decision concerning the 
holding of a convention in 1943 in 
case emergency action is necessary. 

After an expression of appreciation 
to Dean Yost, the second business 
meeting adjourned.

Defense Savings Program 


Higher education should furnish 
and train leadership which will pro- 
mote understanding of the defense 
savings program, and its relation to 
the impact of war on the economic and 
social life of the Nation. The Treas- 
ury Department recommends that in 
each institution there be a faculty and 
a student defense savings committee 
which cooperate closely with each 
other and with the local and state com- 
mittees organized by the Treasury. 

There are in each state, paid Treas- 
ury representatives—an administrator 
and frequently a deputy administrator 
—who work with the state defense 
savings committee and maintain head- 
quarters in one or more of the princi- 
pal cities of the state. They will sup- 
ply Treasury literature and aid in 
every way they can. They also will 
arrange to have one of the traveling 
representatives from the Education 
Division of the staff in Washington 
visit any institution that can profit by 
his services. 

The faculty and administration 
committee should comprise represen- 
tatives of the administration, the ex- 
tension services, and as many depart- 
ments as practical. The primary re- 
sponsibilities of the administration 
representative are to make arrange- 
ments for faculty defense savings by 
the “payroll-savings plan,” to study 
college funds with a view to the prac- 
ticability of their investment in de- 
fense securities, and to advise with a 
student committee. The representa- 
tive of the extension services should 
apply the services of his department 
as well as the institution’s radio pro- 


gram to the education of the public in 
war finance. 

The departmental representatives 
should integrate material concerning 
war finance and defense savings with 
the curriculum. The Treasury will 
offer concrete suggestions and furnish 
materials on the economics of defense. 

Departments of speech can assist in 
the training of speakers enroled in the 
Speakers’ Bureau of the local defense 
savings committee. They can train stu- 
dent speakers for community service. 

The institution’s library should pro- 
vide a special collection of literature 
on defense savings, war finance, and 
related subjects to be used by the stu- 
dents and by the general public. 

The students should organize their 
own defense savings committee with 
all major student groups represented. 
It should promote meetings and dis- 
cussion groups. The regular news.re- 
leases issued by the Treasury to the 
collegiate press should be of assistance. 

Exhibits, sales booths, and other ac- 
cessible sales outlets for defense 
stamps can be established. Musi- 
cal, dramatic, artistic, and radio work 
can promote defense savings. 

While advancing this series of sug- 
gestions to the institutions of higher 
education, the Treasury does not ad- 
vise following the program point by 
point. Nothing the staff in Washing- 
ton can do will take the place of imag- 
ination, initiative, and hard work, 
and a campus that is on the alert. If 
this patriotism can be disciplined 
through organization, the Nation can 
look with confidence to a greatly ac- 
celerated program of defense savings.
